Polygraph  Fails  to  Register  Lies, 
But  Detects  Emotional  Response

It’s  getting  so  you  can’t  even 
i lie  effectively  anymore,”  com- 
! ically  stated  Karen  White,  a 
Daily  Universe  Feature  Writer. 

In  a recent  session  with  Brig- 
ham Young  University’s  own  lie 
detector  or  Kerler  polygraph  as 
.it’s  called  scientifically , Miss 
White  readily  volunteered  to  be 
the  guinea  pig  for  the  benefit  of 
the  story.  The- test  was  admin- 
istered by  Prof.  Frank  R.  Wil- 
kinson of  the  Psychology  De- 
partment. 

MISS  WHITE  was  first  placed 
in  a soft-cushioned  chair,  then 
a pneumatometer  was  taped  ar- 
ound her  waist,  this  records  the 
rate  and  depths  of  breathing, 
then  a sphygmomanomteer  was 
wrapped  around  her  right  arm. 
This  measured  the  blood  press- 
ure and  is  possibly  the  most  im- 
portant. 

On  the  palm  of  her  left  hand 
two  dots  of  electro  jelly  on 
which  is  placed  a hand  electrode 
which  registers  changes  of  resis- 
tance of  the  skin  to  electric 
current  passage. 

AFTER  THE  initial  adjust- 
ments were  made  the  question-  • 
ing  began.  "By  the  type  of  ques- 
tions you  ask,’’  commented  Wil- 
kinson, "you  can  tell  which 
questions  a person  shows  most 
emotional  response.” 

He  also  stated  that  the  device 
is  not  permissable  to  be  used  in 
the  courts,  but  is  a basis  for 
gaining  clues  on  which  to  work.

Students  are  not  allowed  to  use 
the  detector. 

"BYU  is  using  it  as  a research 
device  machine,”  said  Wilkin- 
son. "and  the  machine  does  not 
detect  lies  or  record  them.  It 
records  certain  changes  in  the 
body  under  the  stimulus  of  a 
strong  emotional  state.  Emotions 
can  be  detected.” 

Miss  White  was  asked  to  ans- 
wer “No"  to  a series  o t ques- 
tions. Through  this  procedure  it 
was  evident  which  questions 
caused  the  most  emotional  stim- 
ulus. 

"NOW  MISS  White  I’m  going 
to  ask  you  which  one  of  the  men 
in  this  room  would  you  like  to 
be  marooned  with  on  a desert 
island.”  As  he  named  each  man 
she  was  to  say  no.  The  result 
was  shown  on  the  machine. 

Wilkinson  concluded,  "All  you 
can  say  is  that  on  various  ques- 
tions there  is  an  emotional  stim- 
ulation but  whether  it  is  a lie, 
you  can’t  say  for  sure,  neither 
can  the  police,  but  it  gives  them 
something  to  work  on.”

Coach  Strannigan's  Cyclones, 
who  dominated  both  backboards 
by  virtue  of  their  height,  tanked 
ttie  first  counter  when  6-5  John 
Crawford  split  the  strings  with 
a counter  push  shot  only  30 
second  after  the  opening  whis- 
tle. 

FROM  THAT  time  on,  Iowa 
State  was  ahead,  except  for  a 
bried  Cat  drive  which  saw  the 
Brighams  one  point  ahead  after 
12  minutes  of  play. 

This  lead  was  broken  by  Craw- 
ford, who  was  high  scorer  for 
the  night  with  20. 

Coach  Watts,  in  an  endeavor 
to  find  a workable  combination, 
substituted  freely  throughout 
the  game,  but  apparently  no 
player  was  available  who  could 
hit  consistently  enough  to  pro- 
vide the  difference. 

ALTHOUGH  RUSS  Jones  and 
John  Nicoll  were  powers  on  the 
defensive  backboard,  the  differ- 
ence in  the  score  was  found  in 
the  rebounding. 

The  Cyclones  were  aided  more 
than  once  by  the  Brighams  mak- 
ing such  errors  as  throwing  the 
ball  at  a player  who  was  not  in 
position.
